This varies from the official ver-' 
sion hitherto current, that German 
troops were sent into Austria March 
12, 1938, only in response to the 
famous telegram calling for help 
to maintain order sent by Dr. Ar- 
thur Seyss-Inquart, Interior Minis- 
ter in the government of Chancel- 
lor Kurt Schuschnigg.
